But the men who have been fighting to shut the 
doors on dictatorship abroad are entitled to help decide 
whether those doors are to be opened at home. 
We can always, if tile American people wish, tear 
down our plan of government; hut once demolished it s 
like Humpty-Dumpty— it can t be put together again. 
Democracy is a sacred American gift— keep it safe 
until the boys return! 
To help save it, you must vote — and to vote you | 
must register!
